Naughton, the noted British play- 
wright. For the past 17 years, he and 
his wife, Erna, have lived in a one- 
room London apartment, without a 
radio or TV_ set. Furthermore, 
Naughton claims he cares not what 
the neighbors say. 

What they are saying, of course, is 
that Naughton is a howling success. 
Particularly since the first rave re- 
views broke in England for his lat- 
est screen hit, a new Technicolor 
film, “The Family Way,” starring 
Hayley Mills, Hywel Bennett, John 
Mills and Marjorie Rhodes. 

Originally, Naughton wrote “The 
Family Way” as a stage play entitled

In their 29 years as a producer- 
director team in the British film in- 
dustry, twin brothers Roy and John 
Boulting have progressed from being 
the “enfants terribles” of English 
movies to a new level of maturity 
with “The Family Way.”

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life), “I’m All Right, Jack” (anti- 
trade unions) and “Heavens Above”

As Roy explains, “We filled the 
town’s main square with people and 
equipment for a shot in front of 
what is a travel bureau in the film.

We were late enough 
in our shooting schedule, so I 
ordered the scene shot in the drizzle.” 

Brother John continues, “But the 
rain wasn’t reliable. No sooner had 
the camera begun to roll than the 
sun came out. Start again? No, 
never! Roy telephoned the local fire 
department with the strangest re- 
quest they ever got — ‘Come and 
make rain for us’-—and within min- 
utes drying footpaths were being 
sprayed and dry air sprinkled with 
hose water. We rather believe our 
rain was better, that day.”

The wedding of Arthur Fitton (HYWEL BENNETT) 
and Jenny Piper (HAYLEY MILLS) is a typical North- 
ern England working-class affair. He is a motion pic- 
ture theater projectionist and she is a counter assistant 
in a record shop. But they are both unusually sensi- 
tive youngsters, particularly Arthur, whose tastes 
have always tended towards good literature and 
classical music. 

Their first night, spent in Arthur’s parents’ house 
before departing for a “package” honeymoon trip to 
Majorca, is a disaster, At the reception at a local pub, 
the newlyweds are embarrassed by much well-ment 
but vulgar ribaldry. Even worse, a number of privi- 
leged guests return to the Fitton house and keep the 
party going until the early hours. Arthur is heckled 
into playing “the elbow game,” a test of strength 
with his father, Ezra (JOHN MILLS), which results 
in a demonstration of superiority by the father and 
humiliation for the boy. When the newlyweds are 
finally allowed to retire, the marriage bed, made 
rickety as a crude joke by Arthur's sadistic boss, Joe 
Thompson (BARRY FOSTER), collapses under their 
weight. Jenny tries to laugh off the episode, but Arthur 
is stunned by what he interprets as her derision 
towards him. 

Unfortunate as the wedding night was, the honey- 
moon proves even more disastrous. Set to fly south 
and away from their humdrum surroundings, the 
newlyweds discover they cannot leave. The travel 
agent (COLIN GORDON) who sold them their tour 
has absconded with the money, stranding them and 
many other would-be honeymooners in rain-swept 
England. 

The enforced second night at the Fitton house is 
no better than the first, merely more disruptive. 
Through the painfully thin walls, Ezra can be heard 
rampaging around in search of the chamber pot which 
his wife, Lucy (MAJORIE RHODES), hid out of consid- 
eration for her daughter-in-law’s modesty. The strain 
between Arthur and Jenny, begun on the wedding 
night, increases. 

Days pass into weeks and still the marriage is 
not consummated. Arthur goes to seek advice from 


a marriage guidance counsellor (RUTH TROUNCER). 
The interview is overheard by a neighbor who works 
in the building as a charwoman. Soon Arthur's private 
difficulty is substance for public gossip. 

Sensing that something is wrong, Jenny's mother, 
Liz (AVRIL ANGERS), worms the truth out of her. 
Armed with Jenny's reluctant admission, Liz and 
Jenny's father, Leslie Piper ((OHN COMER), pay an 
indignant call on the senior Fittons. The Pipers de- 
mand that Arthur be forced to do his marital duty. 
The interview only exacerbates the always uneasy 
relationship between Arthur and his rough-and-tough 
father. 

With Arthur at work in a theater projection booth 
until late at night, and Jenny at work behind a counter 
during the day, the youngsters now see little of each 
other. For casual amusement, Jenny takes to going 
out with her young brother-in-law, Geoffrey (MURRAY 
HEAD). These little dates serve to stimulate the grow- 
ing gossip about Arthur and Jenny. 

Jenny's parents decide to send her for consulta- 
tion to an uncle, Fred (WILFRED PICKLES), a masseur 
and registered male nurse who also breeds rabbits. 
Using his hobby as a talking-point, Uncle Fred gives 
the girl some tender and sensible advice which she 
resolves to try to carry out. 

Arthur becomes the butt of scornful jokes from his 
boss, Joe Thompson, who suggests that Jenny visit 
him for resolution of the problem. A vicious fight 
ensues. Arthur beats Joe insensate, then storms home 
to attack his spouse for disclosing their secret. His 
assault on Jenny dispells the inhibitions of both, 
and what had been a grave situation turns out easy 
and quite natural to solve. Everyone in the vicinity 
knows of the change when Arthur triumphantly plays 
a Beethoven recording which had been a source of 
quarrels between himself and his father. 

Next day, Arthur and Jenny learn of a chance to 
acquire a house of their own. The boy finds the 
courage to ask financial help of his father who, in 
his own way, has only been waiting to make amends. 
The familial bond is cemented, and the newlyweds 
depart on a belated honeymoon and a happily mar- 
ried life freed of one imposing problem.
